WHOLESALE PRICES IN JANUARY 
BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER 

The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices in the last thirteen months in each of the eleven groups 
of commodities specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials, classified 
according to stage of manufacture, and (b) building materials. All the commodities included in (a) and (b) are also included 
in their appropriate commodity groups (V-XI). In cases where the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells 
it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the index; where different prices are 
charged according to the use to which the article is put (e.g. in the case of sugar and flour) a weighted average of these 
is taken.

Food and Tobacco.—Barley prices rose again in January, 
as in each of the eight preceding months, the increase in 
the Gaz2tte average last month being 13 per cent. and that 
for malting barley 10} per cent. The only other material 
price change in January was a rise of 2 per cent. in the 
price of potatoes. The reduction in the price of sugar for 
domestic purposes which was made on 15 December was 
effective throughout the whole of January, and so lowered 
the average quotation for sugar by about 6 per cent. 

Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—No group index 
was changed by more than 4 per cent. in January and 
the only price changes for individual commodities during 
the month which exceeded 1 per cent. were: increases for 
linen yarn, cambric warps (2} per cent.), for jute (14 per 
cent.), and for two items in the chemicals and oils group, 
aspirin (5$ per cent.) and salicylic acid (3 per cent.), each 
having a weight of only one-fifth in the index; and a 
decrease of 7} per cent. for imported hides (Frigorificos).

WAR DAMAGE INSURANCE: SEAGOING 
YACHTS 


The Board of Trade announce that, pending an amendment 
of the War Damage Act, 1941, they have made provisional 
arrangements for the insurance against war damage of laid-up 
seagoing yachts which, when in use, are used only for pleasure 
and which, if they were insurable under Part II of the War 
Damage Act, would be insurable in relation to the applicants 
under the Business Scheme. 

The rate of premium for this insurance is that payable under 
the Business Scheme and the payment of compensation will 
normally be deferred until after the war.

“* Articles of the following descriptions made wholly or mainly 
of non-precious metals ”’ :— 


CHLORINATED RUBBER 


Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 6) Order, 1942: 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 215, price 1d.) which came into force on 
11 February 1942, licences are required to export chlorinated 
rubber (including expanded chlorinated rubber) and rubber 
hydrochloride to all destinations. 


WORN BOOTS 


Under the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 7) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 240, price 1d.), licences will be required to 
export worn boots to all destinations. 


FUEL SUPPLIES TO INDUSTRIAL 
CONSUMERS 


The Board of Trade directs the attention of industrial fuel 
consumers to the urgent need for avoiding conversions of plant 
from one fuel, to another (e.g. from oil to coal, etc.), except on 
the advice of one of the Government Departments mentioned 
below. Such changes often involve diversion of labour and 
materials from more vital needs and lead to unnecessary fuel 
supply difficulties. 

If a change from one type of fuel to another, or the installation 
of new plant, is contemplated, the consumer should first consult 
the appropriate Government Department. In the case of a

consumer executing contracts for one of the Production Minis- 
tries, this Ministry should be consulted and will in turn when 
necessary approach the Fuel Department of the Board of Trade 
responsible for the fuel to which the conversion is contemplated. 
A consumer not executing contracts for one of the Production 
Ministries should approach the appropriate Fuel Department of 
the Board of Trade direct. The Fuel Departments are as follows : 
In the case of coal, the Mines Department through its Divi- 
sional Coal Officers. 
Liquid Fuel (petroleum, creosote and creosote/pitch mixture), 
the Petroleum Department, Millbank, London, S.W.1. 
Gas, the Directorate of Gas Supply, Board of Trade, New 
Oxford House, Bloomsbury Way, London, W.C.1. 
Electricity, the Electricity Commission through the local 
electricity supply undertaking. 

The consumer will then be directed in the light of available 
fuel and plant supplies. 

Special considerations apply for creosote/pitch mixture and 
pitch. To secure the maximum use of the country’s production 
of creosote and pitch and at the same time a reduction in the 
use of imported fuel oil, it has for some time been the policy of 
the Government that consumers previously using fuel oil or 
creosote should, in suitable cases, turn over to creosote/pitch 
mixture. Many consumers have already made or are in process 
of making this change, and those in the latter position are 
asked to complete the work by the earliest possible date. Further 
conversions may become necessary but they should not be 
undertaken except on the advice of the Petroleum Department. 

In certain parts of the country there are still substantial 
quantities of pitch available and any fuel consumers wishing to 
consider its use should approach the Mines Department, Coal

GOODS CONTAINING GOLD: 
CINEMATOGRAPH FILM 


The Board of Trade have made the Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) (No. 14) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 187, 
price 1d.) which revises the conditions on which manufacturers 
may supply controlled goods containing gold. Since 1 January 
registered persons have not been allowed to supply controlled 
goods of Class 15 (Jewellery, and Goldsmiths’ and Silversmiths’ 
wares) of their own manufacture if the metal content of these 
goods includes 374 per cent. or more, by weight of gold. The 
prohibition will in future apply to goods consisting of or con- 
taining any gold finer than 9 carat and it will extend not only 
to Class 15 but also to Class 14 (Fancy Goods, including Cigarette 
Cases, Cigarette Holders, Fountain Pens, etc.). The prohibition 
also extends to goods of these classes manufactured by un- 


registered persons. In future therefore manufacturers may use- 


9 carat gold, but no finer, in the making of these goods. 

The new Order also corrects two small errors in the Limitation 
of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 13) Order, 1941 (see the “‘ Board 
of Trade Journal”’ of 6 December 1941, page 354) in the list of 
goods excepted from contro] in Class 12. The first item of this 
list will now read: “‘ Cinematograph film of standard width of 
1§ inches in lengths exceeding 100 feet.” 


STANDARD WEDDING RINGS (MAXIMUM 
PRICES) ORDER 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 171, price 1d.) permitting the supply by manufacturers 
of plain wedding rings made of 9 carat gold, and each weighing 
not more than 2 dwt. The prohibition contained in the Limita- 
tion of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 14) Order (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 187, price 1d.) is waived by this licence, but sales of the rings 
will be subject to quota. Each of the rings must be impressed 
with a special mark, consisting of two intersecting circles enclosed 
within a rectangle. 

The Board have made the Standard Wedding Rings (Maximum 
Prices) Order (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 216, price 1d.) under the Goods 
and Services (Price Control) Act 1941 fixing the maximum retail 
selling price of these rings, if weighing 2 dwt. at one guinea each, 
including Purchase Tax. The maximum prices of rings of lighter 
weight than 2 dwt. are fixed proportionately to their weight, i.e., 
half a guinea per dwt.

The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Rubber 


| (No. 5) Order (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 191, price 2d.) in pursuance 


of the Waste Rubber Salvage Campaign. The purpose of the 
campaign is to collect the nation’s resources of scrap rubber, 
with the aid of local authorities and dealers, for utilisation by 
teclamation or other means. 





Announcements — Continued. 


Until used the rubber will be stored at depots which will be 
under the charge either of the Ministry of Supply or of certified 
waste rubber merchants, who will grade and sort it. 

The Order establishes maximum prices in respect of each 
type of waste for the different classes of purchaser-reclaimer, 
certified waste merchant, and dealer. The Order also prohibits 
the use of waste rubber, save under licence, by anyone except a 
reclaimed rubber manufacturer, or in the case of old tyres, a tyre 
retreader. 

A further Order, the Control of Rubber (No. 6) Order (S. R. & 
O. 1942 No. 192, price ld.) places under licence the treatment, 
use or consumption of crude rubber. The acquisition of rubber 
without a licence is already prohibited. 


CONTROL OF CORK 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Cork (No. 1) 
Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 193, price ld.). 

The Order prohibits, except under licence, the use of cork in 
the production of toys, sports goods, stationery, cigarette tips, 
footwear, headwear, household, office and shop fittings, acces- 
sories, furniture and furnishings, and roof, wall and floor cover- 
ings and linings. Examples of goods likely to be affected are 
tennis rackets, cricket bats and balls, bath and table mats, etc. 

Applications for licences should be addressed to the Ministry 
of Supply (Dept. R., M.2.A), Warwick. As a general rule, no 
licence will be granted for the use of cork for the above-men- 
tioned articles except in respect of insulating roof or wall cover- 
ings and linoleums. 

The production of the following articles is not restricted by the 
Order :— 


Parts of mechanical lighters, fountain pens, typewriters, 
teleprinters, foot-wear bottom fillers to go between the inner 
and outer soles, natural cork helmet sets, medical and surgical 
supplies and any article in which cork is required by law to be 
used. 


The Order does not restrict the use of cork in the fulfilment of 
Government contracts or the finishing of partly manufactured 
goods. 


CONTROL OF KAPOK 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Kapok (No. 2) 
Order (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 185), the effect of which is that 
kapok may not be acquired or used for Government contracts 
except under licence. It is, however, provided by a Direction 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 186) which is issued with this Order, price 
1d., that any Government contractor may without livence acquire 
kapok from a Government Department with which he has a 
contract and use that kapok directly in fulfilment of that Govern- 
ment contract. The Order and Direction came into force on 
9 February.

CONTROL OF TIMBER 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Timber (No. 23) 
Order (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 194, price 3d.), providing new maxi- 
mum prices and selling conditions for :— 

(i) Home-grown telegraph and transmission poles, and 

(ii) Home-grown sleepers and crossing timbers ; 
with the object of encouraging production of poles and parti- 
cularly of sleepers suitable for use on the main railway lines. 


HOME-GROWN PITWOOD 
TRANSPORT SUBSIDY 


With reference to the notice headed ‘‘ Transport Subsidy for 
Home Grovn Mining Timber—United Kingdom,” which 
appeared in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 5 September 
1940, page 151, further notice is hereby given :— 


(1) That from 8 February 1942 home grown mining timber 
dispatched from railway stations in the counties of Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex will normally qualify for transport 
subsidy only if consigned to a coal mine in Kent. 

(2) In certain circumstances (see clause 8 of the notice pre- 
viously referred to) special permission may be granted for 
transport to other coalfields on application being made to 
Ministry of Supply, Pitwood Department, Timber Control, 
Clifton Down Hotel, Bristol, 8. 
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CONTROL OF MOLASSES AND INDUSTRIAL 
ALCOHOL 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Molasses and 
Industrial Alcohol (No. 14) Order (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 182, 
price Id.), controlling paraformaldehyde (Paraform), meta- 
formaldehyde or hexamethylene tetramine (hexamine, hexine, 
urotropine). 

Licences are necessary in connection with the acquisition or 
disposal of quantities of these materials exceeding in the aggre- 
gate 1 cwt. in any period of six calender months. Applications 
for licences should be addressed to the Molasses and Industrial 
Alcohol Control, Great Burgh, Epsom. 


SUPPLEMENTARY COUPONS FOR 
INDUSTRIAL CLOTHING 


The Board of Trade have now decided to award Supplemen- 
tary Clothing Coupons to certain types of iron and steel workers 
in sections of the industry not covered by their previous award 
(ISCA.1302/41). Awards are now announced to :— 

(1) Certain Workers in Non-Ferrous Metal Industries. 

(2) Certain Coke and By-Products and Gas Workers. 

(3) Certain other Workers, including Salt, Asphalt, Textile, 
Coal Distributive Workers, and Dockers. 

These coupons will be issued to employers for distribution to 
their workers, and individual workers must not apply. Employers 
in the trades concerned should get into touch with their nearest 
Local Office of the Ministry of Labour and National Service on 
16 February, or as soon afterwards as possible (and in any case 
not later than 28 February), where full instructions for the 
distribution of the Supplementary Coupons to the workers 
entitled to them will be available. 


GLOVES 


Under the Consumer Rationing (No. 8) Order, 1941 (see the 
‘“ Board of Trade Journal” of 17 January 1942, page 39), 
traders need not collect coupons on the sale of agricultural, 
horticultural and household gloves of rough-tanned and undyed 
leather, nor for scavenging gloves and gloves of whatever material 
suitable only for industrial purposes, provided the word “ indus- 
trial”’ is indelibly marked on the back of each glove in a colour 
contrasting with that of the gloves. The same principles apply 
to mittens fulfilling such conditions. 

All the above types of gloves and mittens must be marked 
if they are to be sold coupon-free ; if the supplier delivered them 
unmarked to the retailer, they must be marked by the retailer 

On the other hand, marking does not make gloves or mittens 
exempt from coupons if they do not conform to the above 
descriptions. 

It is suggested that the word “ industrial” should be at least 
2 inches long and $ inch high and should be conspicuously marked 
on the back of the glove between the wrist and a line not less 
than 1 inch below the junction of the figures with the back of 
the glove. This marking would be regarded as satisfactory by 
the Board of Trade. 


SUPPLIES TO VOLUNTARY HOSPITALS 


The arrangements made at the beginning of clothes rationing for 
voluntary hospitals to get supplies of coupon-free goods, have been 
terminated. Applications to the Board of Trade, however, may now 
be made by voluntary hospitals to obtain supplies of rationed goods 
(excluding uniforms) necessary for the essential services of the 
hospital. In general, the Board will grant licences on such applica- 
tions only to the extent to which a special allocation of raw materials 
has been made by the Ministry of Health. 

Applications should be made either by the hospital or the trader 
on a form to be obtained from the Board of Trade, Marsham Court, 
Bournemouth. 


PNEUMONIA JACKETS 


The Board of Trade wish to point out that pneumonia jackets 
are not subject to rationing and should therefore be supplied 
coupon-free.

BILLS OF EXCHANGE: PROMISSORY 
NOTES, ETC. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 15 May 1941 (see page 325, under “‘ New Finance Orders”) 
the Capital Issues Committee have stated that bills of exchange 
and promissory notes with a longer currency than six months 
do not need Treasury consent before issue providing the total 
issue (including shares, stock, bills, etc.) in any twelve months does 
not exceed £10,000. 


PHARMACY AND POISONS ACT, 1933 


SALE OF SURGICAL SPIRIT 


Attention is drawn to the Poisons (Amendment) Rules, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 155, price 1d.), which provide for the 
inclusion of surgical spirit (in which a small quantity of brucine 
has been substituted for diethyl phthalate) in Group IT of the 
3rd Schedule to the Poisons Rules, 1935, thereby exempting 
the new formula from the restrictions governing the sale of 
brucine. The sale of surgical spirit in accordance with the new 
formula will, however, remain subject to the Methylated Spirits 
Regulations, 1930, which require surgical spirit to be labelled 
“for external use only—not to be taken.’ The general restric- 
tions which apply to brucine as a poison included in Part I of the 
Poisons List are not otherwise affected by the new Rules. 


BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


FLEXIBLE CABLES FOR ELECTRIC LIFTS 


A Committee of the British Standards Institution had, prior to 
the outbreak of war, made considerable progress in the preparation 
of a British standard for electric lifts. 

Unfortunately the work has been very much retarded under 
present conditions and has not been completed as quickly as was 
hoped. 

In the course of the work the problem of flexible cables suitable 
for the power and control circuits was considered and a specifica- 
tion was prepared based on a number of tests carried out, par- 
ticularly with regard to fire resistance. In order that the 
decisions may be made available it has been decided that the 
specification for flexible cables for electric lifts should be pub- 
lished at once without waiting for the completiom of the lift 
specification. 

The specification has therefore been issued under the reference 
B.S. 977. 

The conductors of the cables are in accordance with B.S. 7 
but the Standard includes special requirements with regard to 
the insulation, tapering, finish and testing, particularly for fire 
hazard.

ELECTRIC ARC WELDING PLANT AND 
EQUIPMENT 


The British Standards Institution have just issued a revision 
of B.S. 638, Electric Arc Welding Plant and Equipment and 
Welding Accessories. 

The Specification was first issued in 1935 and the present 
revision has now been undertaken in order to give effect to the 
modification, which, in the light of experience, appeared neces- 
sary. Considerable criticism was raised about the unwieldly 
character of the cables and a somewhat lighter and more flexible 
type of cable has now been specified. 

Provision has been made for D.C. and A.C. reactors and

BRITISH HONDURAS 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 
The Board of Trade have now received a complete list of goods, 
the importation of which into British Honduras is prohibited 
and a list of articles which will be licensed only in limited 
quantities by quota.

With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 18 October 1941 (page 241), the 
Board of Trade have received a copy of Notification No. 74—

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 
H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta reports by telegraph 
that Notification No. 79 brings all goods imported into British 
India under control and the importation is therefore prohibited, 
except under licence.

CANADA

QUOTAS ON SPARKING PLUGS AND PARTS 


With reference to the notice regarding quotas on sparking 
plugs and parts in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 23 August 
1941 (page 108), the United Kingdom Senior Trade Commis- 
sioner at Dublin has forwardedjto the Board of Trade a copy of 
the Control of Imports (Quota No. 35, Eleventh Period) Order, 
1942, which appoints the period 1 March 1942 to 31 August 1942 
as the next quota period for these goods and fixes the quota for 
that period at 4,000 articles. 


GOLD COAST 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


he “‘Gold Coast Gazette’ of 20 October 1941 contains a 
copy of a notice to importers which cancels Gazette Notice 
No. 459, published in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
18 October 1941 (page 244) under the sub-heading Import of 
Iron and Steel. 

No further licences will be granted to import the goods set 
out in Schedule 1, through normal commercial channels. Sepa- 
rate arrangements have been made to meet requirements of 
iron and steel for mining, whether imported direct by mining 
companies or by local agencies, and Provisional Colonial Import 
Supply Licences will be issued for essential supplies of repair 
parts for British locomotives, machinery, etc., and for British 
standard screws, nuts and bolts. 

Where supplies of semi-manufactured iron and steel goods 
(as detailed in Schedule II) are obtainable from sterling sources, 
e.g. Australia or India (or from Canada assuming they have 
normally been drawn from that Dominion) licences for the 
present will continue to be issued for the importation of such 
supplies in the ordinary way. Supplies from the Union of South 
Africa are covered by open licence.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The Board of Trade have been informed by telegraph that the 
Import Restrictions Order 1942, of 27 January, rescinds Order 
No. 206 of 1941, published in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 
6 September 1941. 

The new restrictions limit the C.I.F. value of bona fidz gifts 
which can be imported without licence to £2 sterling or $10 
U.S.A. currency and the C.I.F. value of any article imported 
by parcel post from the United Kingdom without licence to 
£2 sterling instead of £10, in the case of parcels posted on or 
after 1 March 1942.

SOUTHERN RHODESIA 
IMPORT AND EXPORT CONTROL REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have: received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 612, dated 20 December 1941, published in the 
‘Southern Rhodesian Government Gazette Extraordinary” of 
22 December 1941, containing a copy of the Import Control 
Regulations 1941. 

The regulations prohibit, as from 1 January 1942, the importa- 
tion into Southern Rhodesia of all goods except under permit. 
Provision is made for the non-requirement of a permit for any

goods the order for which was placed on or before 24 December 
1941. This exception does not apply to goods to be delivered 
at intervals under a standing order. 

With a few exceptions goods grown, produced or manufac. 
tured in the Union of South Africa, Northern Rhodesia, Nyasa- 
land Protectorate, Bechuanaland Protectorate, Basutoland, 
Swaziland or the Mandated Territory of South West Africa are, 
however, exempt from this requirement. 


Government Notice No. 613 contains a copy of the Export 
Control Regulations 1941 which provide for the prohibition 
of the export of certain goods from Southern Rhodesia, except 
under permit.

SUSPENSION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON 
DRIED BEANS

which provides for the suspension of the Customs duties in 
respect of dried beans falling within Tariff Item 35 (a). 


ST. CHRISTOPHER AND NEVIS 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘St. Christopher and Nevis Official Gazette ” of 16 October 
1941 contains a copy of a notice which, except as regards the list 
referred to, is reproduced below. 

“In accordance with the general policy throughout the 
Colonial Empire of restricting the importation of non-essential 
articles and reducing the consumption of imported goods, the 
public is notified that import licences will no longer be granted 
for a number of articles and that licences for certain other 
articles will be granted for limited quantities only. 

““2. It is emphasised that all imported goods are subject to 
the licensing system which requires that a licence shall be obtained 
before any goods are imported intv the Colony irrespective of 
the country of origin. Open general licences will for the most 
part be issued for goods the produce or manufacture of the 
West Indian area. Goods arriving in the Colony for which 
licences have not been obtained are liable to confiscation. It 
should be recognised that all imported goods are liable to restric- 
tion in quantity and that licences will not necessarily be granted 
for goods which do not appear in the prohibited list. 

**3. The prohibition set forth in the list will be subject to 
the following qualifications, and the attention of the public is 
particularly directed to the provision that they do not apply to 
goods which are produced or manufactured in the British West 
Indian Colonies, Bermuda, British Guiana and British Honduras. 

**(1) Notwithstanding the prohibition, the Competent Autho- 
rity may allow importation under special licence of goods as to 
which he is satisfied that they were bona fide ordered before the 
date of this notice ; 

(2) The prohibitions will not apply to goods as to which the 
Competent Authority is satisfied that they are required by the 
naval, military or air authorities of His Majesty’s Forces ; 

*“*(3) The prohibitions will not apply to goods as to which the 
Competent Authority is satisfied that they are being imported 
in the circumstances described in Article XIV (1) of the Agree- 
ment signed in London on 27 March 1941 for the leasing of Bases 
to the United States of America ; 

‘**(4) The prohibitions will not apply to goods as to which a 
certificate of the Director of Medica! Services is produced to the 
Competent Authority that they are required for use in hospitals 
or similar institutions or otherwise for medical purposes ; 

** (5) Notwithstanding the prohibitions the Competent Autho- 
rity may allow freely under licence the importation of goods 
which are produced or manufactured in the British West Indian 
Colonies, Bermuda, British Guiana and British Honduras ; 

**(6) The prohibitions will not apply to goods as to which the 
Competent Authority is satisfied that they are required for 
ships’ stores and that adequate arrangements have been made 
with the Customs authorities to ensure that such goods are used 
exclusively for ships’ stores ; 

**(7) The prohibitions shall not operate in respect of any goods 
obtainable from the British West Indian Colonies and British 
Guiana from stocks which are shown to the satisfaction of the 
Competent Authority to have been imported prior to the publica- 
tion of this notice ; 

**(8) The Competent Authority may allow the importation 
under special licence of machinery or mechanical devices required 
to replace similar machinery or devices in use in an existing 
business or for use in an approved new business to be started ;

“*(9) The prohibitions shall not operate in respect of bona fide 
unsolicited gifts, sent by parcel post or otherwise, up to a value
